Premier, who also stood for Middlesex, was 
defeated, receiving 8,876 votes. At the last 
election Lord Hamilton received 10,343 
votes and Cooper 9,867, and defeated 
Candidates Viscount Enfield and Frederick 
Lehman (Liberals), 5,623 and 5,192 respee- 
tively. Thetotal number of Liberal votes 
polledjup tothe present time 1,157,000; Con- 
servative votes 817,000, showing a gain in cor- 
responding constituencies over the last elec- 
tion of 504,000 Liberal and 99,000 Conserva- 
tive.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Mr. Manning, of 
Mississippi, in the House, to-day called up the 
case against Springer, wherein it was 
charged he had _ been corruptly in- 
fluenced to vote against Donnelly in the 
committee. Manning denied haviag su s‘ano- 
tiated such charges when called upon by the 
representative of the press andin fac: took 
water decidedly. 

SPRINGER’S SPEECH. 

Springer then got the floor for a reply, and, 
after having read some correspoadence oa the 
subject of the basis of the information for the 
article printed, he said it was so narrowed 
as to be a question of personal veracity be- 
tween Manning and the editor of the Post, with 
which be had no concern. He went ahead to 
deny all such charges point blank, and 
mede it interesting for Donnelly aud his 
friends. He read aletter received from Hen- 
cy H. Finley, of New York, wherein he iati- 
mated in strong terms thst the seating ol 
Donnelly vy as a D2mocratic nes 
cessity, that Sprinzer should row 
make good the promise made to a ceriain gen- 
tleman in New York, meanias (roy. Viiden, 
who might be mere intere-ted intie result, 
should the Presidency goto the House. He 
«laimed to hold the closest personal relatioas 
with Tilden, and to speak for bim 
‘nthis matter. Springer said aedi | uot have 
any authority whatever to speak for Gov. Til- 
den, but if he had he mizbt say to him tiat he 
was not his man, and would submit to no dic- 
tation. At this Republicans and many Dein-

Under a call of Statesthe following bills, 
etc., were introduced and referred: 

By Mr. Gibson—Relative to the 
pointment and pay of Mis- 
sissippi River Commissioners; also 
to entitle the State banks to circulate 
notes on the same conditions as the national 
bank, provided they comply with the provis- 
ions ofthe national bank law relative there- 
to. By Mr. Davis (Missouri) requiring the 
Postmaster General to mail, onthe first of 
each month, to every member of Congress a 
statement of all mail contracts made during 
the preceding month. 

By Mr. Chalmers—For the relief of the heirs 
of colored soldiers. 

By Mr. Armfield—To reduce the tax on dis- 
tilled spirits. It abolishesthe tux onspirits 
distilled from apples, peaches, 
grapes and ‘pears, and reduces 
the tax on spirits distilled from grain or mix- 
tures thereof 25 cents per gallon. It provides 
that no storekeeper shall be appointed'for any 
distillery except for such as may distill 
spirits from grain tothe extentof at least 32 
gallons per day, and vests the appointment of 
deputy collectors in Judges of District 
Courts of their respective districts. 

At the conclusion of the call of States, Mr. 
Manning rose to a question of persona! privi- 
lege, and sent to the Clerk’s desk 
and had read an article which ap- 
peared in a Washington paper Saturday 
relative tothe action of Springer, chairman 
of the Elections Committee, in the Donneily- 
Wachburne election case. Manning then de- 
nied all the purported facts contain d 
in the article, particularly the _ state- 
went that he had _  suopstantiated them. 
Mr. Springer then took the floor, leaving 
the question as to whether or not Manning 
bed substantiated the facts as a question of 
veracity between that gentieman and the pa- 
per. He then stated he had 
received an anonymous letter, though 
not signed by a Republican, ’’ 
nor was it written by a Republican. Ele was 
convinced and always had been that the letter 
was written by Donnelly or one of his friends 
for the purpose of insulting and bulldozing 
him, because they had heard he 
(Springer) would not vote in 
favor of Donnelly. He sent to the Clerk’s 
desk and had read letters from H. H. Finley, 
urging him to vote for Donnelly, and stated 
there was a grert similarity between the hand- 
writing and that of the anonymous letter. 

As soon as the controversy in regard to the 
Donnelly-Washburne contest had come 
to a close, Mr. Manning, reiterating the 
assertions that he bau been led by 
Mr. Springer to believe he (Mr. Springer) 
would vote withthe Democrats not only to 
unseat Mr. Wasbburne, but toseat Mr. Don- 
nelly, Mr. Weaver introduced his resolution 
declairing that all currency (whetber 
paper or metallic) should be issued by and 
under the control of the Government, the 
yeas and nays to be taken onthe suspension 
of the rnles andthe adoption of the resolu- 
tion. 

Representative Singleton submitted his re- 
port upon the claim of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy Railroad for extra com- 

ensation for carrying the mails on 
Sunday. The report favored the payment 
of the claim, about $18,000, but the commit- 
tee by a vote of 8to 3 decided to report ad- 
versely upon it.

THE GUNNISON COUNTRY. 
Some Facts About the New Eldorado of 
the West. 
iCol.. FE. P. Jacobson in Denver Inter-Ocean. | 

What is now popularly and vaguely spoken 
of asthe Gunnison country is probably the 
district lving west of Leadville and the main 
range, soutu of Frying Pan Creek, east of the 
Rerervation and north of Saguache Creek. 


Scutb of the latter the country will most 
likely reteinits present popular des- 
ignation, equuldy vague, of tue San Juan 


that recently the section 
River has been dlis- 
designailon of the 
ARIWAS cou.utry. The rapid ex- 
tension of the Rio Grande 
road in this direction now going on, together 
with recent discuveries of rich mineral depos- 
its there, wil! doubtless crystaliz2 the name 
of the Anigaus country. My visit was contined 
to the town of Gunitson dnd to Ruby Camp, 
Ruby City or Irwin, as the placg has been in- 
differently ca'led. 

When | made my trips to that country there 
was no regular live of stages from Saguache 
to Gunnison, and, as 1 hadmy doubts about 
being able to hire a team at Buena Vista 
or Saguache, I took the route by way 
of Alamosa, where [ experienced but 
little difficulty in getting a  convey- 
anee. Since thena regular line of stsges has 
been established between Saguache and Gun- 
nison, and there is also reguiar stage commu- 
nication between Buena Vista and Saguache. 
Yhe nearer wuy now is bv the, former point. 
The roads over either route are in excellent 
condition as far as McIntire’s astopping place 
west of Cocheti pa pass. From there to Gun- 
nison, a distance of thirty miles, there is 
snow, considerably cut up by freight teams. 
This partof the route is pretty heavy for 
freighting; but with a fair team and light 
wagon oue Ought not to find travel over it 
ditticult. No one should nnaertake the jour- 
ney without a supply of Dlankeis, there being 
trouble in accommodation otherwise. Hating 
for the most part is bad, and Che traveler must 
content himself with finding space on the 
floor or ground in the cabin, as the case may 
be, to sleep un. 

Arrived at Gunnison, there is a hotel, not 
entireiy finished; and while the esting is fair 
aud a bed provided, the fastidious or, as the 
peoplethere are pleased to tern him, “the 
fine-haired duck,.’’ may object to b- ing put to 
sleep in a left ip common With some tifty oth- 
ermen. “Vhisinitreif may suilice for saying 
that traveling in that section is) not yel suited 
tu lacie-. 

The Guunison River flows past the town by 
that name fromthe northeast tothe south. 
west. Belowiat,and flowing from .an ulmost 
easter'y direction, Tum chi Creek empiies 
into the river anu above, abouta mile aada 
balf andtrom a northeastealy direction, Ohio 
Creek empties intoit. The town itself forms 
a pretty vailey, its site resembling somewhat 
that of Denver, from the Piarte River eust- 
werdly. There is a body of avout one thou- 
sandacres Isid outas a town site, of which 
two hundred are kuown as the old town, situs 
ate oh the most elevated portion f the valiev, 
aud the remainder is railroad property,platted 
asan addiiional!tuwn site an listing west of 
the town and mainly in the river bottom. Vhe 
old town has ale gal organiZaticnand embraces 
in its Jimits part of the railroad liud. The 
iatter is ecaled by way of distinction 
West Gunnison. What there is of population 
and builaing is in Guiaisoyv proper; la West 
Gunpison thus far there is buteons improve- 
ment, though] heave undersiood that the rail- 
road company proposes to offer sume special 
inducements for extensive inprovemeuvts on 
theirlund. The e were at the t'me of my last 
Visit, about 150 inhabitants at Gunnison, with 
two hotels in course of construction, several 
very fair stores and the customary proportion 
of saloons and bililard balls. Building mate- 
rial ofevery description and mechanics were 
scarce and much iu demard, especially pla-- 
terers. About the time of my ieaviag a con- 
tract was let fora bank building to ve occu- 
pied bya bank of which Gov. Vabor is the 
president, and Sam. G. (iil, of the First Na- 
tional Bank ot Denver, cashier, with a paid- 
up capital of $5v,000. A contract Wis taen 
also let for three other stene buildings. 
Since then, Lam infurmed the cCouauty Com- 
missioners have let a contract for a court- 
house at $14,000, to be erected in the old town. 
There were peupie coming inio Gunuisva, but 
not Many as yet. and the expectations of tue 
inhabitants were scarcely equal to what they 
are in Denver asiothe future of the town. 
As usual in new places in the West, specula- 
tions in town lots formed the principal busi- 
ness of everybody.

Tne revolutionary movement in favor of 
Ireland that hss just been publicly started 
here will be marsbaled,if at all, under the 
red flag. Thecall for the convention to be 
beldinthe month of cooventions tas been 
published. 1 talked recently to one of the 
leaders, a signer of the call for the convention, 
and ove of a group of Irish Philadelphians, 
who bas done much to Jeaven the lump from 
which the movemem starts. His opening re- 
mark savored of wilduess: ‘**We ipteud to 
throw 100,000 rifles into Ireland, aad put them 
iptotbe Lunds cf men trained to their use by 
army veterans. With suchaforce we can 
raise the flag of revolution so tbat it will have 
some chance of floating.’’ Then he continued: 
“Of course the great trouble bas always been 
avant of organization. ‘Twenty years ayo 
everything was divided by locality and clan- 
nishness. Men were separated from each 
other. ‘Then the organization on the revolu- 
tionary basis was effected, and that idea at 
one reconciled all other differences. The re- 


yolutionary organization in this 
coubiry has sv far efiected one 
good thirg, the escape of the 


Austration patriots. It took « long time, $50,- 
LLO xud about 10,000 interested men before it 
was accomplished. But here tbe progress 
stop pid. In Philadelpbia we are dissatisfied. 
The ‘skirmishing fund’ in the bands of the 
revolutionary committee is, it is said, being 
spent for ibe election of certain men to Par- 
liament. Now, we don’t believe here in this 
Parliamentary agitation policy, and it has 
slienated a great many from the revolutionary 
committee. A secret convention was held not 
lo.g since 10 arrange these dificrences, butthe 
leaders were re-elected, and, instead of taking 
instructions from the convention, they quictly 
instiucted that body. The result wus worse 
tbun before. Some leaders also won’t give 
aby account of the money in their possession. 
And it this Parliamentary axitation policy is 
hept up. why, the whole thing may tumble 
to pieces, and the liberation of Ireland from 
slavery be postponed for another generation. 
We huve thereiore determined to try and start 
an organization that shall have revulutioa for 
its first, last and perpetualobjec’. The circu- 
jails we sent out went to everv Stacie in the 
Union, and of the 1,000 we receive about 500 
answers iavorable to us. Some few believe 
in the Parliamentary agitation policy; others 
thought that present revolu.ionary com- 
mittees were dolog enough. 

‘“\What do we propose to do? Well,of course 
I can only speak for myself and the others 
who agree with we.. We want to raise money 
—two or thice miliions: unless we bave that 
much it will ve ofnouse. We will purchase 
100,600 rifles and teach }00,000 nen how to use 
them. We will get them into Ireland in one 
way or another, und, although ihe [rish «re 
not athoroughly patriotic race, sti:l we count 
on baving haif a million Iinen—oue mano out of 
every ten; one man out of every seven joined 
the Confeuerate army in the civil war—join 
us. A third of the English army is composed 
of [rish: one-half of this number will jvin us. 
The peasantry are hard to rouse; they are so 
accustomed to slavery that th+ey Know and ex- 
pect nothing else. But they wiil support us. 
One of our emissaries who returned from 
Ireland recently said he never had such 
hard work, but the peasants took to 
the idea with avidity. We expect 
250 delegates to our convention. Each of 
these can influence ten men. This will be 
sutticient fora good start. There are, of 
course, practical difficulties in the way, but 
they can afl_be surmounted. We can employ 
inilitary men to put everything in order, and 
when once any success attends us we shall 
bave everything our way. We count most on 
the Irish in England, and England can’t 
throw sny great number of men into Ireland 
uncer a menth. But of course money is 
necded, and a compact, aggressive organiza- 
tion. ‘bhis we propuse to supply, and at the 
comirg convention the means and methods 
will be proposed and agreed to.’’ 

The speaker was earnest, and thoroughly 
beiieved What be Was stating. Unquestiona- 
bly Le and bis fetlow-thinkers wiil perfect sv 
much of their scheme as is included in the 
sturting of anv bew plan, however siartling it 
muav be.

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Piracy in Virginia Waters.

The unusually quict city of Alexandria has 
during the past ten davs been ina state of 
tunnoil, owing toan attempt being made to 
suppress the Liberal, a rea juster newspaper 
published here. It appears that some vp- 
ponents of the readjusting movement claimed 
that the Liberal was objec.ionable, and, al- 
though it was only pubiished weekly, the 
ediiions made attacks on citizeps of Alexanu- 
dria of so severe a character that those against 
Whom the attacks were made determined to 
resent the offense by taking steps to catlse a 
moditication of the language used, and, if 
possible, to entirely suppress the abuse. Modl- 
erute means were resorted to, but were of no 
avail, and the idea was conceived that the pa- 
ver must be suppressed at all hazards. The 
printers, J. H. Hill & Co., of this city. were 
notified that if tuey continued to print the pa- 
per, withdrawal of patronage would be the 
result, and therefore Messrs. Hill threw up 
the contract with Dr. Thomas Foster, the 
publisher of the Liberal, for printiog it.

Foster engaged printers in Washington, and 
his forins were taken to that city. 

On Thursday, March 25, while the messen- 
gers Were returpirg to this city witu the pa- 
pers on the ferryboat City of Washington, they 
were brutally attacked while the boat was 
passing the Arsena) and the papers taken from 
them and thrown into the Potomac Riyer by 
two well-known re-idents of this citv, named 
Robert Ballenger ahd George Nowland. When 
the boat reeched Alexandria and the fact of 
the outrage became known great excitement 
followed and the act Was strongly condemned. 
A warrant was sworn out against Ballenger

COURT HUMOR. 


A Corset Case inthe Grave U. 8S. Su- 
preme Court.

The proceedings in the Supreme Court are 
occasionally enlivened by cases which border 
on the ludicrous. In orderto fully appreci- 
ate the humor of the situation when a corset 
patent was broughtinto the court, it will give 
effect totne story to take a review of the 
Judges. The long, bleck silk gowns, which 
they all wear, give anidea of extra judicial 
dignity. The Chief Justice is not imposing 
louking, but he has a strong cast of cuounte- 
nance, Without a gleam of m+rriment. Judge 
Clifford has a rosy, benevolent face, and his 
large, whiie neckcloth sets off the sombre- 
ness of his silk gown. Mr. Justice Clifford 
has the mostexuJted idea ofthe court, rank- 
ing it next to heaven. He wvuld read- 
ily pass for a worthy Bishop and never 
tolerates anything borderlag on lib- 
erty. Judge Swayne is portly, and bas au 
intellectual head and face. Justice Field is a 
grizzly blonde, but endowed with becoming 
gravity when on the bench. Judge Miller has 
a large, ponderous frame, and is the em bodi- 
ment cf legul loreand the responsibiities of 
his bigh office. Judge Strong is the saint of 
the court. He has the spared form and refined 
face of an ascetic; he is a member of the Pres- 
byterian Church, rigid observer of his relig- 
ious duties, a strong temperance man, and a 
model husband and father. Judge Bradley is 
of short stature, scholarly and very courteous. 
He looks very wise and very severe while on 
the bench. Judge Hunt, before he was para- 
ly} zed and incapacitated for work, looked too 
retined, too high-Dred and courtly for the 
rigid and exacting duties of the court. Light 
behavior, jests or profanity would shock him 
as they would a sénsitive woman., Judge 
Hoerlan bas a bovish, smooth face, full of good 
humor and kirdness. He maintains majestic 
gravity during an argument. 

The corset patent was a delicate subject to 
bring imto this august court, but the contend- 
ing parties had gone to law on the questioa 
as to whether ‘‘coutil’’ was cut on the straight 
or bias, andin regard tothe whalebone cas- 
ings. One patentee-claimed that he bad im- 
proved upon the original desizn; that the first 
patentee’s corset placed the whalebone inthe 
casing, and thatithad tobe fastened with a 
reedie and thread; that his patent had the ad- 
Vantage ofan invention which closed up the 
top and bottom of the opening. The Jawyer 
who was arguing the case brought a lot of 
the corsets in court and distributed them to 
cach of the Judges thatthey might eXamine 
the invention as he explainedit. The novel 
spectacle Was presented of each one of these 
gentlemen timidly scrutinizing the mysteries 


of the bias and = straight, and pusning 
Whalebores in and out of the cas- 
ings. The shrinking modesty of Judge 


Strong wes evinced by the blush which man- 
t-ed his check. All tried to iook Kaowing 
aud capable of givipg an astute opinion; they 
Whispered to one «nother, of course exchang- 
ing only legal knowledge, but theludicrous 
siiliation Was appreciated by the lawvets and 
spectators. It was suggested that the judges 
sbeuld put the corsets against their persons, 
abd by changing positions would see how 
much ibe wearers of corsets would be bene- 
fired by an invention which would so securely 
f«sten the whalebones that they could not be 
-queezecd out by bending the body or even the 
tight fitofadress. ‘lhe judges gave a mur- 
mur of relief when the argument closed and 
the corsets were returned to the patentee. 
That eveping atareception it was observed 
that especial attention was paid by the Judges 
ofibe Supreme Court toa well-developed 
foreign lady, Whose cdecolletie dress enavled 
themiostudy the question outside of the 
court. The opinion afteryard delivered was 
derived from the practical® Ktrewledge gained 
that evening. 
BEAVER AUNTING. 
Facis About Their Habits and How to 
Catch Them. 
i From the Gamesville (Ga.) Eagle. | 

A few days ago. while in Jackson county, a 
repoiter wet two beaver trappers from near 
Reme, Ga. They have trapped for the var- 
mints in Alabama, Florida and Tenuessee, 
apd on this triw bave set their traps on all the 
streains from Rome down as far as the lower 
ecve of Jsckson county. Thev had caught 
sixtecn Leavers in one week in Jackson coun- 
tyulene. They caught five one nigat and four 
another, weighing from toirty ty 110 pounds 
each. Some of the finest skins were five feet 
wide. Onecf the meninforméd ustaat he 
had been trapping beavers for ten years, and 
found it very profitable, ard to possess 
quite a charm for him. He uses a gum which, 
he says, will craw a beaver more than a 
mile. Thesame fami'y, he says, will use 
it for ten miies up and dowa stream, and that 
the current report that a beaver will cut its 
own leg off to get out of atrap is a mistake. 
He says that alarge beaver will cuta small 
one loose, but itis impossidie for one to cut 
liself loose, their neck joints being only 
about three-eighths to one-half inch long. He 
packs the meat in salt and selis it when he 
returns to Rome, where the people pay him 
ten cents a pound. Ile says a beaver al- 
ways cuts a tree, cornstalk or anything else 
they cut,so that it will fall toward the stream, 
and one never cutsa bad ear of corn down. 
He seis out twenty traps at atime, and has 
caught during his career as 
trapper more than 600 beavers. He said that 
his gum was so attractive to beavers that he 
would get the same beaver in another trap the 
same night if it could getaway. Ile puts the 
traps in the water, chained to a small pole, 
which floats on the water, and when the beav- 
ers get caught they fight the trap until they 
are crowned if it catches a foreleg, butif it 
catches a hindleg 1t runs undera log and some- 
times gets out on the bank, with float, trap and 
all. Beavers never eat fish, as is supposed by 
some, but eat Lark, roots, corn, wheat, oats, 
etc. The sweet gum is their favorite. They 
bave four front teeth that are very strong, 
about an inch andahalf long and one-haif 
inch thick. Their.tails, with which they fight, 
and also used for troweils in making their dens, 
are boiled and make the very finest oil, thefoil 
from the tail of a common-sized beaver being 
worth from sixtv cents to $1.

The general ap- 
pearance of the St. Gothard miners, particu- 
larly of those of them—and they are the 
majurity—affected by the malady io question, 
is described as deplorable in the extreme. 
Their faces are yellow, their features drawn, 
eyes half closed, lips discolored, the skin is 
bumid and the gait difficult. If they eat with 
appetite they cannot digest, and wheu wine is 
tanen it is invariably rejected. Let a maa be 
as strong as be may, three ur fuur months’ 


_work seriously injures his health, and at the 


end of a year or a little more he 1s a confirmed 
invalid. 

Protessors Calderini, of Parma, and B»zzo- 
lo and Pagliani, cf twin, have made several 
visits to Airolo for the purpose. of studying 
the disease on the spot. They state that 70 to 
8U per cent of tue men are suffering from this 
cou plant, to which tbey give the name of 
anemia ankylostoma, a term derived from the 
worm foukd 1n the intestines of a miner who 
died in the Turia Hospital last year. A some- 
what simiiar malady, arising frum the pres- 
ence of the aukylostoma iu the intestines, is 
epidemic in Egyptand Brazil. ‘Thirty per 
cent of the cases are classified as ‘*severe;”’ 
snd among the men who have wrougat in the 
tunnel a year or more 95 per cent are affecied. 
For boys from 14 to 16, many of waow, as L 
can personally testify, are employed in the 
tunnel, the Professors stigmatize it as ‘‘a 
velitable bell,’”? continuous labor in its pesti- 
ferous atmosphere being almost certain death 
for the young. Prof. Bozzolo is of the opin- 
ion that ten bours spent in the tunnel ere suf- 
ficient to bring about a condition of body 
favorable to tue development of anemias aa- 
kvlostoma. 

The disease, through it has probably pre- 
vailed more or less for years, has only shown 


‘itself toan alarming extent during the last 


six months. Several causes have contributed 
to produce this result. The distance of the 
points of attack, as the extremities of the 
valleries where the* perforators were at work 
bave been culled, from the respective eutrance 
(on the north side neariy five miles) rendered 
ventilation extremely ciflicult—an evil which 
has increagsea by the occasional freezing of the 
compressers. ‘The air thus insufiiciently re- 
pewed was further vitiated by the perpetual 
explosions of dynamite, of which the cun- 
sumption has been at the rate of 600 pounds a 
dsy, the smoke from 40v or 500 oil lamps, and 
the exhalations from the bodies of 4/0 men 
and forty horses. Add to this thata like num- 
ber of men and horses have been working 
night and day in euch section of the tunnel 
for years, that there is an entire absence of 
Sanitary appliances, and that the temperature 
has averaged from 8U to % degrees Fahren- 
heit, ana we have astate of things as iaimi- 
cal to life and health as can weil be conceived. 
Of this the mertulity among the horses affords 
ample proof. 

They are kept in the tunnel only eight 
hours out of the twenty-four, yet they die— 
renerally dropping down dead asif struck 
> a bullet—at thegrate of twenty-five per 


‘cent per month; thatis, the average duration 


of equine life in the St. Gothard Tunnel has 
been exactly four months. As ‘most of tne 
miners employed in the tunnel are Piedmont- 
ese, the Italian professors, from whose re- 
portI have quoted some of the foregoing 
statements, naturally enough call the atten- 


tion of their government to the facts disclosed 
therein, and claim their interference on behaif 
of the men. 


lt is only fair, however, to men- 
tion that the Swiss papers contest the ac- 
curacy of some of their conclusions, and, while 
admitting that thetunnel is by no means a 
pleasant place to work in, they affirm that 
things are not nearly so bad as Profs. Bozzolo 
and Pagliani make out, and that the figures 
which these gentlemen give with reference to 
the prevalence of disease among the men re- 
quire confirmation. Bethat as it may, you 
could not pass seven or eight hours inside the 
tunnel, before the boring was completed, 
without suffering both at the time a.id after- 
ward considerable inconvenience, if not some- 
thing worse, and on leaving it your feelinzs 
would not improbabiy resemble those of the 
Austrian journalist who, afierasimilar ex- 
perience, telegraphed to his paper: ‘*I have 


‘been inthe St. Gothard Tunnel, and I am

In this worl there is nothing like charac- 
ter, and it takes a lifetime to establish it. Be- 
yond question, it is the true foundation of the 
best society and money is only its adjunct. 
But when forty thousand strangers of all de- 
grees and from every point of the compass 
gatber upon a distant plain and commence the 
work of building up «great city they have 
their characters to form anew. Credentials 
from those they left bebind are of little value. 
All are after money and they expect it to.at 
once bring them. that social recognition for 
which every richly constituted spirit natur- 
ally and properly yearns.

A Well Authenticated Instance of a 
Chicken Living After Decapitation. 


“You do not seem to take much stock in 
tbat curiosity up on Beaumont and Market 
streets,’? said Rev. Wm. Ferguson, of the 
Central Baptist, to a skeptical Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter last evening. ‘‘I pledge you 
my word that there is one of the greatest cu- 
riosities in the world at the butcher shop, 
southeast corner of Beaumont or Twenty- 
seventh and Market streets. It is a decapi- 
tated live chicken. Idid not believe it when 
afriendtold me, but he said hewould not 
bave me miss it, and taking a $2 bill from his 
pocket he said, ‘This will pay you for your 
trip, and if itis a hoax youcankeep this 
money.’ Itisa fact.” 

“What forfeit will you leave with me if the 
facts do not turn out as vou say?’’ 


“Well, if thereis not a décapitated live 
chicken moving about as I say at the place I 
mentioned, I give you permission to write me 
up as the greatest living liar. ”’ 

As this forfeit for a practical joke mide it 
worth while to investigate, a reporter started 
for the place mentioned. The shop generally 
«alled the Beaumont market is No. 2630 Mar- 
ket street, situate on the southeast corner of 
the intersection of Beaumont. When the 
scribe reached the place Louis Niemever, who, 
with William Kanstein, owns the place, was 
in charge. 

‘Have vou a Jive chicken without a head?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

“Yes, we have; why do you wish to know?” 

‘‘] want to write it up, for it is acuriositv.” 

“Oh! all right. I wish you would write 
a nice piece about it, because then 
somebody that might want such a curiosity 
will see it and eall.”? During this conversation 
the butcher lead the way to the rear portion 
of the establishment partitioned of from the 
restofthe shop for a sleeping-room. Ona 
box 1n one side of the room stood a headles 
speckled hen, expanding and contracting in 
size as it breathed. It was balanced in an up- 
right board on the box’s side and was scarce- 
jy able to retain its position, the motion re- 
sulting from breathing almost unbalaneing it 
every few moments. It was without a head, a 
mangled neck being the only thing visible. 

‘It is no fraud, continued Niemever.*’Take 
it up and handle it and see for your-.elf that 
there 1s no decep‘ion about the thing. 

The reporter, whose *vision did not exict- 
iy satisfy his doubts, accepted the invitatioa, 
ond taking up the fowl made a c!os2r ex.imias- 
tion. ‘The head was severed from the body at 
a pointabout aninch and a half distant from 
where the neck joins the body. There was 
nothing abnormal in any other portion of the 
chicken’s anatomy except this. The end of 
the neck Was easily examined: the raw flesh 
end bone had nothealed upand were black 
and dirty. Immediately under this is a white 
tube of the substance of a wind-pipe in any 
enimal, of a vellowish white color and mus- 
cular in touch. Further than this there is 
nothing remarkable about the chicken, the 
crop and various other portions that attract 
the attention of every one examining achicken 
being but nermally developed. 

‘How did vou come to kill this chick2n and 
cliscover its Vitaliy tad 

**Well, on last Friday, to-day a week azo, 
about three o'clock in the afternoon, I Went 
down into the cellar to kill four dozen chick- 
ens for sale, and this one was among the num- 
ber. As it Was no easy job to kill forty-eight 
chickens, [just gota barrel near,me and the 
chickens, and used to take upone and lay it 
onthe block, cutting its head off with one 
hlow. Then I threw all the bodies into one 
corner andthe heads intothe barrei. After I 
finished, lcame up stairs to get some hot 
water to  seald the chickens with 
and inthe meantiine Eugene Foy, a boy who 
is Working with me, went down into the cel- 
lar for something and came runniog up iato 
theshop saying thata headless chicken was 
walking over the dead bodies of all the rest 
and walking about the cellar. Iltold the boy 
tobringit up into the store, but he seemed 
frightened and didn’t like to go near the 
thing. We thoughtit would die though it 
was able to walk then. I never heard ofa 
chicken witbout a head living, so I washed it 
off and put inthe cellar again, where I left it 
until next day, when we got it and 
brought it up here. On Sunday 
Jast it was weak, feeble, and moved 
about very slowly, but on Monday it became 
entirely Welland jumped about the piace, 
running into barrels and boxes. It continued 
in this state Tuesdav, Wednesday and Taurs- 
To-day it again became weak and sick- 
ly Jooking as 1t is now.” 

“How did you feed it?’’ 

*You can see for yourself aboutthat. I use 
eorn and gravel,’’? and with this he took up 4 
large grain, and hoiding the chicken in his lap 
he put the grain into the tube visible at the 
neck. Then with a small wooden skipper used 
to pin meat together, he forced the grain back 
a short distance, When the chicken made 4 
motion suniiar toswaliowing, and the grain 
disappeared from view. Hethentook it toa 
and sink. when he let a smal} 
Siream pour from the nozzle, holding the head- 
less chicken in such a manner that the, neck 
just touched it.” Immediately it drew back 
and, lifting its neck, swallowed the drops that 
clung to the mutilated part. Thenit extended 
lis neck again, striking the stream and draw; 
ing back and exalting its neck again. This 
motion, the exact one a chicken or bird makes 
when drinking, was repeated several times, 
When the neck was drawn back entirely. 

“To you think the chicken will live?’’ 

‘*T don’t know. I hove it will. It is now 
about two hours over one week, and a great 
inany people say thatif it lives nine days it 
will recover and be as well as ever. I think 
if it does it wi!l be able to pick up things 
as it was before I cut the head 
offatall. Now it triesto pick up things, but 
itis afraid of losing its balance, and before 


the neck touches the ground it draws itself 


suddenly back.’’ 

‘*What do you intend to do with it?” 

‘if it gets welland is able to move about 
like any chicken I willsellitto P. T. Barnum 
orsome museum. I don’t know just vet what 
1 would take for it. butit’s avery curious case 
and I think wecould get a good price for it 
{rom some person.”’ 

“Have you had a physician to view it since 
it became weakly ?’’ 

‘*‘No. Dr. Hodgen was to have come up to- 
day to look at it, but he bas not come yet. | 
(lon’t think be will come at all to-day.” 

Drs. Bates, MeCarthy and Walton drop- 
ved in to look at the headless 
chicken, and pronounced it a case of vitality 
Without a parallel on record. The greatest 
brain injury which did not result in immedi- 
ale death was that of a man whose skull is 
How on exhibition at the ‘New York Museum, 
While blasting rock a crowbar was blown 
through his bead, but he lived for twelve 
ears, and finally died from some other cause. 
A case of entire decapitation, where life did 
not heéome extinct within the spac of a few 
hours, bas never been known until the above.

THE PAINTERS’ STRIKE. 


Seven Hundred Men Quit Work 
To-Day. 


Five Bosses Yield to the Demands of the Dis. 
contented Workmen. 


Another strike was inaugurated to-day. 
that of the painters. The men at some of 
the shops refused to work this morning, and 
at noon a general cessation of labor occurred 
through the city. The men last Saturday 
evening notified the bosses that they required 
an increase of wages or otherwise would cease 
work to-day. The: rate of pay demand. 
ed by the painters is $2 50 per day, or an 


advance of fifty cents on the presént wages, 
At Flesh & Mook’s and McGinness’ the mej 
struck this morning. Thirty-four men are 
employed at the latter shop, and about the 
same number at the former,and they all re. 
fuse to continue at work until their demands 
were complied with. The bosses declare it jg 
impossible to fix a uniform rate of wages: 
that some men areworth more than others, 
snd also that they cannot pay 
the sum demanded. The men, on the contra- 
ry, affirm that the bosses are able to pay the 
wages; that the carpenters and whiteners 
asked fer an advance of fiftv cents 
per day and received it, and that they 
are also entitled to the same increase. Alto. 


yetberin St. Louis there are about nine 
hundred painters. Five shops are 
reported as having already 


acceded to the men’s request and are paying 
tbe prices demanded. They are Krippen, 
Henkler, Uhl, Dowling and Hudson. About 
200 workméh are employed at these five estab- 
lishments, sothat will leave 700 painters on 
The men are sanguine of success, and 
speak, as a rule, well of their bosses; but 
assert that neither establishment would make 
the advance without they struck,so they were 
compelled todo so. They believe they wil! 
get their terms ina fewdays. This eveninga 
meeting of the painters will be held at their 
headquarters in Turner’s Hall, Tenth and 
Market, when they will organize. At present 
there seems to be considerable uncertainty as 
to the future intentions of both employes and 
empioyed. 
THIS AFTERNOON, 
From a tour of the shops and places where 
men are working this afternoon it is evident 
the strike has not yet become general. There 
seems so far to be little concerted action og 
the part ofthe men, each shop acting inde- 
pendently of the other. The 
strikers, however, assert that this even- 
ing at the Turners’ Hall meeting an 
organization will be perfected. Little over a 
month ago a Painters’ Unien was established 
here. There is also in existence a Painters’ 
Benevolent Association, but this strike does 
not issue from either one of those bodies. It 
includes union and non-union men. The 
present is the very best time the men 
could have chosen for enforcing their 
demands, as the busiest time for painters Jur- 
ing the year is the spring. It 1s said that 
some of the men at Flesh & Mook’s, Charies 
Holland’s and Pisch Bros., have struck, but so 
faras could be ascertained MGuinness’ is the 
only shop where every workman quit. 


The Lumber Teamsters. 

A rumor to the effect that a strike was aboiit 
to be inaugurated among the lumber teamsters 
is without foundation. .A PoOsT-DISPATCH 
reporter made inquiries relative to the matter 


and found the men satisfied with what they 
were getting, and they had nothought of de- 

anding an advance at present, but probably 
would in the next ten weeks.

ixeoution on the Gallows. 

MEMPHIS, April 5.—Joe Walker, colored, 
was hanged at Lake Providence, La., last Fri- 
day, forthe murder of Mayor Gray in Octo- 
ber, 1879. ‘On the scaffold he denied the kill- 
ing, saying, **I die innocent of the crime,” 
After his speech the colored minister who was 
-on the scaffold with Walker, gave the hymn 
“Upon the Cross the Savior Died,’’ which 
‘Was sung by the condemned man and the 3,- 
000 negroes who had gathered to witness the 
execution. He died without a struggle. 
This was the first hanging in Lake Providence 
‘for twenty-five years.

SPONGES. 

What They Are, How They Are Obtain- 
ed and How to Trausplant Them. 
(From the New Yor« Mail. ] 

The universal and increasing demand for 

opges and the unremitting drain to which 
ati the best ‘‘fisheries” are subjected, has led 
to a partial dearth in the supply of these use- 
fularticles; but art, which has thus threat- 
ened the extinction of the supply, has in this, 
as in many similar cases, stepped in to restore 
the balance. Itis only within th2 last few 
years that the real nature of the sponge has 
been recognized. In its natural state It isa 
di agreeable and almost revulsive-looking ob- 
ject, the soft tibrcus mass with which every 
one is so familiar being hidden beneath, aud 
{ts jotricacies filled up by a slimy, gelatinous 
substance, which rapidly putrities and aids 
tenfold to the generaily unpleasant nature of 
the thing. The tenacity with which these 
objects affix themselycs to rocks and stones 
suggested the idea that ni | were a species 
of veretable, though they really belong to the 
animal kingdom, and ure allied to th@ine. 
mores and other zoophytes, with the beauii- 
ful appearance of many of which the public 
aquaria haye to make us ac(tlatuted. 
A sponge is nothing more than an 
animated stomach, which, though the very 
Jowest of all forms of animal life, is endowed 
with more reason than the stomachs of the 
many so-called lords of creation, or mankiaod, 
inasmuch as it knows what is good and what 
is bad for it, and rejects the latter while im- 
bibing only the former. The gelatinous sub- 
stance, which forms the actual body of the 
sponge, being beaten and washed out of it, the 
fibrous skeleton is jeft in the state in which it 
is sold in the shops. The search for these 
creatures employs an army of skilled divers, 
the principal sponging groups beingin the 
Greek Archipelago. and in other 
parts of the Mediterranean, in the Red Sea, In 
the Bahamas, and other parts of the West In- 
dies, and in some of the islands of the Pacific. 
The Colonies and India gives publicity toa 
fact which is likely to diminish the dangers 
attending the operations of spong:ng, and at 
the same time tO increase the availabie sup- 
ply of spores. It appears that two Ger- 
man naturalists have made the discovery that 
small pieces carefully cut from _ live 
sponges, and attached to boards” or 
stones, and sunk in suitable localities, will 
grow im & =few months into large 
sponges, asthough nothing had happened. 
This fact is of the utmost importance to our 
sponge-growing colonies. 
suygests that a close time should be enacted 
in the Bahamas and other localities where 
sponges are diminishing in numbers; buat 
with or without such a law, the possibiiity of 
crowing sponges at will and increasing their 
number indetinitely, inthe manner iadicat- 
ed by the German naturalists, should soon 
seLat rest any doubts as tothe faliing off in 
the supply of these invaluable articles.

Egyptian Corninthe West. 
{From the New York Titnes. | 

The widest circulation should be given to 
the fact, stated on the authority of the Kansas 
State Board of Agr ecalture, that a cereal new 
to that locality will grow on the arid plains of 
the West without irrigation. This grain is 
variously called **pampas rice,’’ * ‘rice corn,” 
and ‘*Eyvyptian corn,’’ and is thought to have 
sprung from seed brought to the United 
States by the Alennonites, who came from 
Southern Russia. The keraels grow in a tuft 
like thaton the top ofsorghum. Each one is 
something smaller and rounder than a grain 
of wheat, and is inclosed in a *“‘sbuck’’ or 
independent capsule. The berry can be eaten 
ground into flour or cracked like Wheat, or 
whole like rice, or used generally like 
any other cereal. The meal resembles that of 
Indian corn, and in coloris intermediate b2- 
tween the yellow and white varieties. A 
chemical analysis shows that its percentave of 
starch, fat, dextrine and sugar,which produce 
heat and fat inthe animal organization, com- 
pares favorably with that of Indian cora, 
wheat.rye and oats; and in its contents of 
flesh-forming albuminoids it surpasses all 
Indian corns and ranks with wheat, rye and 
oats. The small percentage of cellu'‘ose, or 
nearly non-nutritious woody fibre, is remark- 
able. The stalk makes as good fodder as corn 
does, anda few acres will furnisha family 
with fuel for a winter—a consideration of the 
first importance in that neaily treeless country. 


All tbis signifies little in comonarison 
with its power to resist drought, and 
as to that anexample, one of agreat many 


attested by the signatures of practical, well- 
known farmers, may be given. Forty acres 
of turned-over sod, which had not been wet 
with rain for eight months, were planted with 
two or three grains deposited with a seed- 
planter something more than a foot apart. 
here was no rain for tive weeks after plant- 
ing, yet the corn germinated. After it was 
fairly started the hot blasts from the Llano 
Estacado blewover it, but it grew right 
along, although grass and garden truck beside 
it were fairly burned up. Itstood the rains 
equally well, and finally it vielded sixty Gv- 
pound bushels tothe acre.

White Slavery in Ireland. 

{Krom Redpath’s Letter tothe New York Tribune.] 


We come now to Lord Sligo’s estate. 
estate originally was a barren waste of bog and 
heather-grown mountain. What was not stony 
hills or bleak moor was wet bog. When the 
tirst Lord Sligo began to rent his land it was 
not worth 6 cents anacre. Its present rental 
is over $100,000 ayear. Lord Sligo spends it 
all abroad. Let us take one or two iliustra- 
tions of his conduct asa landlord. His father 
was the most popular landlord in County 
Mayo, and some say the most popular land- 
lord in Ireland. Old men speak of him with 
glowing eyes. He lived among his people; 
he was a prince in his hospitality; his castle 
was always full of guests, and he purchased 
his supplies in the Westport market. He kept 
a fine stud, and had a race-course on his es- 
tate. He was kind to his tenants. He never 
evicted a poor man. Yet, like all fa:r land- 
lords, his rents were promptly paid, exc2pt- 
ing when three was unquestionable distress, 
The present Lord is unpopular. People say 
he has evicted thousands. It has been his 
policy to drive away the small tenants and let 
out his land in large heldings to Scotch and 
English graziers. That he has been remorse- 
less the ruined cottagers that are seen every- 
where on his estate bear witness. Old Lord 
Sligo was a slaveholder in Jamajca, He was once 
its Governor. He was put on the Parliament- 
ary commission to inquire into the condition 
of slavery in that island as a moderate repre- 
sentative of the pro-slavery party. The evi- 
dence convinced him that it was a cruei sys- 
tem, and he became an abolitionist and liber- 
ated his slaves, ) 

New, let us sce how his son acts toward a 
tenantry whe are nore miserable than ever 
were our Seuthern slaves, as far as their phy- 
fiuel cotfiforts are concerned. Ifthe Southern 
slavVehbolder bad not had the right of sale—if 
be could not have robbed his laborer’s cradle 
and sent the young girl or wife to the auction 
block—the negroes of our South would not 
have exchanged places with Lord Sligo’s 
1enants. I make this statement after a full 
knowledge of whatSouthern slavery was from 
a personal investigation of it in nine Southern 
States, and aftera week’s rides and walks 
among Lord Slizo’s tenantry around Wex- 
ford.

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Carbolic Acid anetee? of Cough Medi- 
cine. 
{From the Kansas City Times. ] 

The family of Mr. Frank Hickock was visit- 
ed early oor | morning bv death in its 
saddest phase. The victim is his daughter 
Mattie, a bright, beautiful child six years old, 
who was killed by a dose of carbolic acid, ad- 
ministered ‘accidentally by the heartbroken 
father, under the impression that it was 
medicine for a cough with which Mattie was 
suflering. The medicine was kept on a pro- 
jection over the bed-room door, and when the 
child began to cough about 3:30 ia the morn- 
ing Mr. Hickock arose to administer a dose 
of the mixture. Unfortunately Mrs. Hickock 
had placed a bottle of carbolic acid alongside 
of the medicine, and the father, not knowing 
the fact, selected the wrong bottle. Tnere was 
no light in the room except that shed from a 
street lamp across the way, and in the gloom 
the mistuke was a natural one, the bottles 
holding about the same amount of a dark-col- 
ored liquid and of the same size. The 
child liked the medicinc,. and was allowed 
to take itfrom the bottle. In this instance 
she swallowed about two drachms, and in- 
stantly fell back, exclaiming, ‘*Oh! papa.’’ 
Mr. Hickock immediately saw that there was 
sometbing wrong with the medicine, and 
hastily summoned Dr. Woolverton, who 
boards atthe house and was sleepingin an 
adjoining room. Antido’es were administered, 
but without effect. The child became un- 
conscious and remained in that condition un- 
til 6o’clock in the morning, when she died. 
Dr. Todd was cailed in the meantime, but the 
united efforts of the pbys:cians did not avail 
in the slightest degree. The strength of the 
acid was such that it impregnated the entire 
body of the unfortunate child and fitled the 
room With the peculiarodor. Mr. Hickok as- 
cribes bis mistake to the similarity of the bot- 
tles in size and amount and color of the con- 
tents, and to the fact that the bottie contain- 
ing the acid bad only one label insiead of two, 
as is usual on bottles containing poison. The 
accident has utterly prostrated both Mr. and 
Mrs. Hickock, who idolized their child. 


Parisian Canvas-Daubers.

For several years past a comical yroup of 
artists, whoatthe outset styled themselves 
‘“Impressionists,’’ a title since abandoned for 
the more suitable one of ‘Independents,’ 
have been inthe habit of convoking Paris 
critics once a year to judge of whatthey are 
pleased to call ‘*their works.’’? Its difficult 
to say what is the object aimed at, but I should 
say it was the ambition of the Impres- 
sionists to convey a& Wrong’ impres- 
sion of nature by deliberately distorting 
the forms of common objects, falsifying colors 
and willfully choosing startling and grotesque 
subjects. The father of Impressionism was 
Edward Manet, who has since ubandoned his 
disciples. Manet, though eccentric, has great 
talent, but most of his imitators are mere 
daubers, of whom nature evidently destined 
many to -be house-painters. In decorating 
the exteriors of public buiidings they would 
have had scope for the loftiest flizht of their 
cenius, especially on the roofs, but they mis- 
took their vocations when they fancieu they 
had missions to adorn tbe interiors. 

The fifth Impressionist Exhibition was 
opened on Thursday. It contains avout20 
of the most singular specimens of perverted 
art ever assembled in asingle collectioa—por- 
traits of men and women, cadaverous, with 
vreen and blue complexions; genre pictures, 
witb figures cutin haif, so as to coavey the 
idea that the other half is hidden somewhere 
in the frames; in Jandseapes such as no hu- 
man eve beaming with the light of reason hts 
yetlooked upon. ‘There are a few excep- 
tions, but the painters of these are hardly en- 
titled to the nume of Imptessionists.. Among 
them are several clever though disagreeably 
course poriraits by M. Kaidaelle, and three 
pictures by atalented but misyvuided youag 
American, Miss Cassatt.

Profits of Fruit Growing. 


C. T. Fox sends us a copy of his paper on 
this subject, read before the Pennsylvania 
Fruit Growers’ Society, in which he states 
that Christopher Shearer, of’ Berks county, 
who bas several orchards on his hundred- 
acre farm, realized from them in 1879 the ag- 
gregate sum of $12,000. The Berks County 
Agricultural Society, in its award of pre- 
miums, gave him the first premium for orch- 
ards, and enumerated in them 2,600 peach, 
1.049 apple, 536 pear, 456 plum and 228 cherry 
trees. Henry Weger received the second pre- 
ach, 5925 ap- 
pie, 28 pear, 25 pium and 10 quince trees. He 
began planting ten vears ago, and now has 45 
acres in fruit. Sixteen acres of peach orchard 
were planted fn 1869, and in 1874 1,600 baskets 
were sold in Reading at an average of #1 60 
ex basket, amounting to $2,560. In 1875 3,090 

sekets brougbt <? 40 - 1p 1876 4,300 baskets 
volu foy Serstood that thé crop yielded only 
AM baskets gold for 


in the six bearing years was $10,750, or $1,790 
peranpnum. Wegive the amounts for the 
different years to show that the profits were 
continuous and not exceptional. These good 
returns are exceptional for the reason: that 
sucb good management is notcommon. The 
owners have studied soil, climate, cultivation, 
selection of sorts, packing and marketing, or 
in other words thev understand their trade 
thoroughly. The effect of the $200 and $100 
premiums on these orchards, awarded by the 
agricultural society, was the planting of as 
many fruit treesin the country in one year 
as in-ten previous years.

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Fearful Experience of the Steamer Col- 
orado in New Madrid Reach. 


The steamer Colorado, coming up from 
Memphis, encountered one of the severest 
storms on record, last Friday, when in “New 
Madrid Reach.’? From accounts given of it 
by officers and others on the boat, it is really 


surprising that everything was not lost. 

A reporter of the Post-DispaTcH this 
morning met Mr. KR. E. Williams, of Hart- 
ford, who was on the Colorado ‘at the time, 
and he gave a yery graphic description of his 
experience. 

‘*No passenger,” said he, ‘*on the Colorado 
will ever forget that fearful ‘Black Friday. 
It was a Jovely day, thouga the air did not 
‘feel right,’ to use the pilot’s expression, and 
towaras evening a few distant flashes of light- 
ning might have given us warning. We sat— 
amerry group of passengers—in the after- 
cabin, passing the time as passengers will 
when thus thrown together. We were talk- 
ing of the pleasures of steamboat life, of the 
princely living (for on the Colorado the gen- 
erosity of the company’s steward is only ex- 
celled by the skill of the cook), of the novel 
sights and sounds on tne river, the mighty Mis- 
sissippi. We talked of Mark Twain, the gen- 
ial humorist of Hartford, who has made the 
pilots’ expression, ‘mark twain,’ or two 
fathoms, so familiar to Eastern ears, and who 
himself used to ‘rough it’ on the river and 
who is remembered by the ‘oldest inhabi- 
tants’ of the pilot-houses. About 10 o’clock 
Friday evening there came a terrifie crash. 
The hurricane had struck us in New. Madrid 
Reach and we were inthe arms of the tem- 
pest, helpless as children in the hands of a 
giant. . 

“T went on deck with a lady passenger, and 
witnessed such a scene as I never veheld, 
though I have traversed the Atlantic Coast 
| from Maine to Mexico and thrice crossed the 
ocean. Up in the wheel-house stood the 
brave captain and pilots, never thinking 
of deserting the ship entrusted to their 
care. Below, m even greater danger, were 
the engineers, bravely doing their duty. In 
the cabin the clerks and steward moved qulet- 
ly about, adjusting life preservers to men, 
women and children. For two or three hours 
the sturdy old ship breasted the white capped, 
beiling waves, and we waited,expecting death 
by drowning or scalding, but at last we saw 
the shore, ran agroundin the willows, and 
were safe. God heard with astonishment,and 
ae te amusement, prayers from lips that 
yefore and after the storm insulted IHlim with 
oaths. Well,some of us had no time to pray, 
in words atleast, but devoted ourtime and 


attention to preparing to make a life- 
struggle for ourselves and the 
helpless women we took ia charge. 


We passengers were few in number—most 
of us poor men and women. We can do little 
more than express our thanks and admiration 
tothe brave officers. The Anchor Line Com- 
pany, knownas it is for liberality, will not 
forget the brave, cool men whose skill and 
courage saved their property as well as our 
lives. St. Louis may well feel proud of such 
citizexrs. No cowards among them. Their 
nemes are aroll of honor.’’

KOTOVSKY’S CASE. 


It is Reset for Next Monday Morning, 
When the Trial Will Commence. 


This morning, in the Criminal Court, the 
case of Joseph Michael Kotovsky, indicted for 
the murder of Augusta Simons, was called for 
trial. In anticipation of difficulty in securing 
a jury, a special venire of eighty jurymen had 
been summoned, and were present this morn- 
ing. Thecourt,in consideration of the fact 
that Col. Normile, the Circuit Attorney, was 
necessarily absent from court, being engaved 
in the Redemeier insanity investigation, con- 
tinued the case until next Monday morning, 
when it will be taken upfortrial. Thursday 
was set as a time for commencing 


the work of selecting a jury, and for that 
purpose the special venire in addition to the 
regular papel was ordered to appear in court 
that day. The jury will probably be chosen 
by Saturday, but evidence in_ the case will 
not Lesubmitted before next Monday morn- 
ing. The homicide for which the prisoner is 
pow on trial took place in the early part of 
October in the year ISi8. Kotovsky met the 
murdered girl, Augusta Simons. who was 
employed asa domestic near the corner of 
Eighth and Chouteau avenue. She was in 
company with Annie Moody. Without a 
warning he 
a pistol, the ball penetrating 
the heart and producing almost 
instant death. The murderer gave himseli 
up, and was soon afterward tried for his 
crime. Thejury on the first trial failed to 
agree on a Verdict, and a second trial was ne- 
cessitated. The prisoner is represented by 
Noland and Price. The plea of insanity will 
be urged, by the defense, and the trial prom~ 
ises to be very interesting.

The sum realized from the sale of the Demi- 
doff paintings ($537,365) is very large, but it 
has beenexcélled at least once and approached 
several times. The Gillott collection ot 525 
pictures brought $896,050 in 1872; Mr. Albert 
Grant sold his 205 pictures for $520,684; in 
1875, Mr. Mendell’s Manley Hall collection of 
$45 pictures sold for $499,800, and 20 years 
earller Lord Northwick’s 1,881 pictures 
brovght him $488,198 in casu. Without mak- 
ing the statement too positively, it is probable 
that the largest sum ever actually paid for any 
single canvas was $119,544, the picture being 
Murillo’s ‘‘Conception of the Virgin,’’ which 


‘was bought for the Louvre at Paris, at the sale 


of Marshal Soult’s collection in 1852. And 
possibly 300,000 francs is the largest sum ever 
received for a single work bv a living artist,the 
picture in this Case being ‘‘1807,’’ the painter 
Meissonier, andthe buyer A. T. Stewart.

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THE INQUISITORS 
Inquire Into Redemeier’s 
Insanity. 


Who Will 


ES EEE 


— 


A Gathering of Promirnent Gentlemen in 
the Probate Court—Afternoon 
Proceedings. 


The town at large has been exercised for 
some time pastoverthe question of the in- 
sanity of Henry J. Redemeier, the man who 
murdered Fred Vosz some time ago. Every- 
bedy is tolerably familiar with the details of 


the legal batter for the life of the 
prisoner, and when the Supreme Court 
passed upon the case and refused 
to alter the decree of the courts below, it was 
pretty generally thought that Medemeier 
would go upon the scaffold on the 23d of the 
present month. The culprit’s counsel, how- 
ever, bas succeeded in discovering a law which 
nearly all the lawyers in St. Louis 
did not know was on the 
statute books, which gave the Sheriff 
power to call an inquest to investigate wheth- 
er a prisoner under sentence of death was in- 
sane, the law being, of course, intended to 
prevent barbarous executions. The Rede- 
meier inquest is the tirst one of the kind that 
has ever oceurred in St. Louis, although it is 
thought that insanity will become epidemic 
in muderers’ row of theCity Jailif Rede- 
‘meier’s rope becomes a slipped noose. 
THE MEETING. 

The grand inquest was called in the Probate 
Court room atten o’clock this morning. The 
gentiemen soon filled the small court-room 
and overflowed into the hall, and, collecting 
in small Knots, they discussed 
the situation generally in rather 
ajocose manner. There wasmuch debate as 
to who would preside over the deliberations 
ofthe jury. Politicans and merchants seat- 
tered around in groups talked of the weather, 
the grain market, the third term and aspaalt 
pavements. Nobody seemed disposed to 
take any very pronounced interest 
in the Redemeier case, and in fact his name 
was never mentioned until Deputy Sheriff 
Wiikins tapped for order at 10:20, Mr. Finn 
mounted the Judge’s seat and the Deputy 
read the list of jurors. Mr. Merrick, the pris- 
oner’s coumel, occupied the end of tne repor- 
ters’ table. Mr. Normile and Mr. Farish sat 
opposite. The prisoner was not in the room; 
he will not be present during the inquiry. It 
Was the universal opinion of those present 
thataftiner panel of jurers has never been 
called together in St. Louis. Every name 
was Well known on the streets, and the room 
was full of gentlemen whose presence 
Was a guarantee of the character of 
the inquest. The Sheriff has announced that 
he weuld get together a jurv against whose 
finding there could be no possible cavil, and 
he has certainly succeeded admirably in what 
he proposed. There has been, it is whispered, 
considerable dodging of the Deputy Sheriffs 
by some of those whose na mes are spread be- 
low, and yet only six or seven were absent 
when the roll was called, which ran as fol- 
lows:

The first action of the court of inquiry was, 
to cali the first twelve names of the list, whe 
were sworn by Mr. Owens, of the Circuit 
Court. Mr. Samuel Cupples claimed 
excuse on the ground that 
he had been a (fire warden for seven 
years. His place was filled by Mr. Howard and 
the attorney for the State, Col. Normile, be- 
gan questioning the jury. Mr. Farish sat be- 
side Col. Normile and questioned the wit- 
nesses With him. Messrs. McCullagh,Beggs, 
Howard, Cavender and Dozier passed the or- 
deal in fine style, Mr. Cundiff, however,con- 
fessed to haviog formed an opinion, and the 
rest of the jurors were all erplexed 
with more or less doubt about their own 
mental condition with regard to Redemeier’s 
sanity orinsanity, particularly Messrs. Wil- 
liam Druhe and J. K. Cummings. Gen. 
Cavender, Mr. Cundiff, Mr. Druhe and Mr. 
Cummings were excused by the Sheriff. Mes- 
srs. McGrath, M. H. Pheian, ee and Meier 
were called in the place of these four gentle- 
mev, sworn and questioned by the attorneys. 
Allof these gentlemen declared that they 
were without prejudice. Hon. M. H. Pheian, 
besides being without. an opinion, did not 
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Mr. Lemp had formed an 
opinion, although not about the sanity 
or insanity of the prisoner, 
he wasexeused by Mr. Finn. Mr. 
Franklin was called to take bis place, 
tioned and passed. 

THE INQUISITORS. 

Col. Normile then asked that the incuisit- 
ors be sworn, Which was done by the clerk 
under anew form, prepared by Mr. Farish, 
which read as follows: **Youare each of you 
solemniv sworn that you will diligently 
inquive into the insanity of Henry J. Rede- 
meer, and a true inquisition 
render and return according to 
such evidence as shall be laid before you, and 
according to your knowledge, so help you 
God.’’ The prisoner’s attorney, Mr. Mer- 
rick, appeared to have no right to challenge 
any juror, although he was thoroughly sat- 
tsticd with the panel, which stands as follows: 
Messrs. MeCullagh, Beggs, Dozier, 
Shultz, Fisse, Fisher, Martino, 
Howard, McGrath, Phelan, Meier and Frank- 
lin. The inquisition withdrew into the 
judges’ private room to organize, and Mr. 
McCullagh was selected foreman, probably on 
account of his experience with the weak- 
minded reportorial staff on Fourth and 
Pine. He is popularly supposed to be 
able to pipe eff a tunatic' nine 
times out of ten.

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A POLICEMAN’S TRIAL. 


Officer Jerry McCarthy Charged with 
the Murder of John Shelley. 

The case of Officer Jerry McCarthy, indict- 
ed for murder in the second degree,was taken 
up for trial this morning inthe Criminal 
Court. The particulars are substantially as 
follows: On tbe morning of the 3d of 
June, 187i, John Shelley and it 
lot of his companions were out 
onalittlespree. The crowd had been to 
Castle Garden and other resorts inthe same 
neighborhood, and finally created such a dis- 
turbance that the officer on duty in that part 
of the city was called upon to arrest them. 
In doing 80 Officer MeCartby 
shot John Shellev in the left 
side, the shot causing Shelley’s death. 
An indictment was found against the police- 
man for murderin the second degree, and 
bis trial took place some time ago. Owing to 
the retirement of Judge Jones from 
the Criminal Court without act- 
ing on the motion for a new 
trial, the case came up for a second time this 
morning. The entire session was occupied ino 
securing ajury, and the evidence was not 
commenced until a late hour this afternaon. 

This afternoon the evidence was commenced 
bv calling Thomas Shelley, who testitied as 
follows: “I am a teamster, and am the futher 
of the deceased, Jonn Shelley. I saw him 
about eight o’clock of the night previous 
to his death. John was working taat 
day. The next time I saw him he was dead. 
1 sawhis bodyin the Morgue the follow- 
ing day. John Shelley was nineteen years 
old.”’ 

Thomas Hoban testified: ‘‘*I knew the de- 
ceased John Shelley, and was with him the 
night on which he was killed. We Were up 
on Twentieth and Montgomery. Wewere cut- 
ting up at Castle Garden. While in that place 
IThearda woman call ‘watcn;’ we scattereu 
and ran away. Iran out on Twentieth street 
on one side and Shelley was on the other side. 
I turned down Benton street and Shelley kept 
on down Twentieth. When I turned down 
Benton street Lheard two pistol shots, and 
some one saying ‘Oh Tom.’ This occurred 
between 1 and 3 o’clock Sunday morning. I 
rext saw Shelly at his home. He was 
dead.’? 

The cross-examination of the witnes: was 
quite severe, and continued fora considera- 
ble portion of ibe afternoon.
